to hamper .or cramp the Industrial devel- 
opment of the countj^y. 
We recognise 
that this is an era of federation and com- 
bination. in which great capitalistic cor- 
poratnns and labor unions have become 
factors of tremendous importance In all 
industrial centers. 
Hearty recognition is 
given the far reaching, bénéficiant work 
which has been accomplished 
through 
both corporations and unions, and the line 
as between corporations, as between dif- 
ferent unions. Is drawn as it is between 
different individuals—that is, It is drawn 
on condud, the effort being to treat both 
organised capital 
and organized 
labor 
alik«, asking nothing ^ave that the Inter- 
est of each shall be brought into har- 
mony with the interest of the general 
public and that the conduct of each shall 
conform 
to 
the 
fundamental 
rules of 
obedience to law. of individual freedom 
and of justice and fair dealing toward all. 
Whenever either corporation, labor union 
or individual disregards the law or acts 
In .a spirit of arbitrary and tyrannous in- 
terference with the 
rights 
of 
others, 
whether corporations or individuals, then 
where the federal government has Juris- 
diction it will see to it that the miscon- 
duct is stopped, paying not the slightest 
heed to the position or power of the cor- 
poration. the union or the Individual, but 
only to one 
vital 
fy^t — the 
question 
whether or not the conduct of the indi- 
vidual or aggregate of individuals Is in 
accordance with the law of the land. 
Every man must be guaranteed his lib- 
erty and his right to do as he likes with 
his* property or his labor so long as he 
does not infringe the rights of others. 


Receipts and Èxpenditures. 


Prom all sources, exclusive of the pos- 
tal service, the receipts of the govern- 
ment for the last fiscal year aggregated 
$560,396,674. 
The 
expenditures 
for 
the 
same period were $506.099,007, the surplus 
for the fiscal year being $54.297,607. 
The 
Indicatioins are that the surplus for the 
present fiscal year will be very small, if 
indeed there be any surplus. 
From July 
to November the receipts from customs 
were approximately 
$9.000.000 less than 
the receipts from the same source for 
a corresponding period last year. 
Should 
this decrease continue at the same ratio 
throughout the fiscal year the surplus 
will be reduced approximately $30,000.000, 
The Integrity of our currency is beyond 
question, and under present conditions It 
would be unwise and unnecessary to at- 
tempt a 
reconstruction 
of 
our 
entire 
monetary 
system. 
The 
same 
liberty 
should be granted the secretary of the 
treasury to deposit customs receipts as 
is granted Mm in the deposit of receipts 
from other souneeç. 
In my message of 
December 2, 1902, I called attention to 
certain needs of the 
financial 
situation, 
and I again ask for consideration of the 
congress for these questions. 


(The presî-*'-It commends the work of 
the 
Internnlionai 
monetary conference 
and advises Its continuance.) 


We cannot have too much Immigration 
of the right kind, and we should have 
none at all of the wrong kind. The need 
is to devise some system by which unde- 
sirable immigrants shall be kept out en- 
tirely. while desirable 
immigrants 
are 
properly distributed throughout the coun- 
try. At present some districts which need 
immigrants have none, and In others, 
where the population Is already congest- 
ed. immigrants come In such numbers as 
to depress the conditions of life for those 
already there. During the last two years 
the immigration service at New York has 
been greatly Improved and the corrup- 
tion and inefficiency which formerly ob- 
tained there have been eradicated. 


Naturalization Frauds. 
The speciui investigation of the subject 
of naturalization under the direction of 
the attorney-general and the subsequent 
prosecutions reveal a condition of affairs 
calling for the immediate attention of 
congress. 
Forgeries 
and 
perjuries of 
shameless and flagrant character 
have 
be«n perpetrated not only In the dense 
center^ of population, but throughout the 
country, and 
it 
is established 
beyond 
doubt that very many so-called citizens 
of the United States have no title what- 
ever to that right and are asserting and 
enjoying the benefits of the same through 
the grossest frauds. 
It is never to be 
forgotten that citUenship Is. to quote ths 
wurds 
recently 
used 
by the 
supreme 
court of the United States, an "inestima- 
ble heritage," whether it proceeds from 
birth withm the country or Is obtained 
by naturalization. 
And we poison the 
aource:5 of our national character 
and 
strength at the fountain if the privilege 
is claimed 
and 
exercised without right 
and by meaiis of fraud and corruption. 


Public Land and Postal Frauds. 
In my last annual m«;»ciage. In connec- 
tion with the subject of the due regula- 
tion of combinations of capital which are 
or may become Injurious to the public, I 
recommended a special appropriation for 
the better enforcement of the anti-trust 
law as U nov/ stands, to be expended un- 
der the direction of the attorney general. 
According 
the 
congress 
appropriated 
for the purpose of enforcing the various 
ftidural trust 
and 
interstate 
commerce 
laws the sum of |50i).uo0. J now recom- 
pi,end, as a mutter oi the utint-ît iinport- 
aiico and M^-Kt^ncy, the extension of the 


i»r the direction of IHe tittofney ge'nerat 
and until used, for the due onfOroment 
sf the laws of the tlnlted States lo gen- 
eral and •specially of the civil and crimi- 
nal laws relating to public lands and the 
Irwb relating to postal orimoe and of- 
fenses and the subject of liatuKalizatlon. 
Recent Investigations hav«^ shown a de- 
plorable state of affairs In^ these three 
matters of vital concern. 
Need For Treaties Making Bribery 


Extraditable. 
Steps have been taken by the state <Se- 
partment looking to the making of brib- 
ery an extraditable olfense with foreign 
powers. 
The 
need of 
more 
effective 
treaties covering this crime is manifest. 
It shoMW be the policy of the United 
States to leave no place on earth where 
a corrnitt man fieelng from this country 
can rf -»t In peace. 


(The president here recapitulates the 
detail? of the imbroglio between Euro- 
pean powOT^ and Venezuela and the ref- 
erence of certain points of the contro- 
versy to the Hague tribunal through the 
Inlluence of the United States. 
This he 
ealls a victory for American diplomacy 
and 
trlumnh for International arbitra- 
tion. He advocates an extension of the 
Internationa 
law to exempt all private 
property at 
ea from capture or destruc- 
tion by foroti.s of belligerent powers.) 


The 
signinrr 
of 
a 
now 
commercial 
treaty with China, which took place at 
fcihanghal «n the Sth of October. Is a 
cause for satisfaction. 
This art, the re- 
sult of long discussion and negotiation« 
places our commercial relations with the 
great oriental empire on a more satisfac- 
tory footing than they have ever hereto- 
fore enjoyed. 
It provides not only for 
the ordinary rights and privileges of dip- 
lor^itlc and consular ofilccri, but alse 
foi an Important extension of our com- 
merce by increased facility of acceaa to 
Chinese ports and for the relief of trade 
by the removal of some of the obstacles 
which have embarrassed It in the past. 


The Philippines and Porto Rico. 
Of our insular possessions, the Phlllp- 
pi .es and Porto Rico. It Is gratifying to 
say that their steady progress has been 
such as to make it unnecesrary to spend 
much time in discussing them. 
Yet the 
congress should ever keep In mind that 
a peculiar obligation rests upon us to 
further in every way the welfare of these 
communities. 


The effect of the laws providing a gen- 
eral staff for the army and for the mora 
effective use of the national guard has 
been excellent. 
Great Improvement has 
been made In the efficiency of our army In 
recent years. Such schools as those erect- 
ed at Port Leavenworth and Fort Riley 
and the institution of fall maneuver work 
accomplish satisfactory results. 


I heartily con^Vatulate the congress u p - 
on the steady progress In building up 
the American navy. There should be no 
ceasatlon In adding to the effective units 
of the 
fighting 
strength 
of 
the fleet. 
Meanwhile the navy department and the 
officers of the navy are doing well their 
part by providing constant service at sea 
under conditions akin to those of actual 
warfare. 
The best work ashore Is In- 
dispensable, but the highest duty of a 
naval ofilcer is to exercise command at 
sea. It is eminently desirable that a na- 
val general staff should be established. 


Isthmian Canal. 


By the act of June 28, 1892. the congress 
authorized the president to enter 
into 
treaty with Colombia for the building of 
the canal across the Isthmus of Panama, 
it being provided that in the event of 
failure to secure such treaty after the 
lapse 
of a reasonable 
time 
recourse 
should be had to building a canal through 
Nicaragua. 
It has not been necessary to 
consider this alternative^ as I avi enabled 
to lay before the senate a treaty provid- 
ing for the building of the canal across 
the Isthmus of Panama. 
This 
was 
the 
route which commended itself to the de- 
liberate Judgment of the congress, and 
we can now acquire by treaty the right 
to construct the canal over this route. 
The question now therefore is not by 
which route the isthmus canal shall be 
built, for that question has been defi- 
nitely 
and 
Irrevocably 
decided. 
The 
question is simply whether or not we 
shall have an isthmus canal. 


When the congress directed that 
we 
should take the 
Panama 
route 
under 
treaty with Columbia the essence of th© 
condition of 'course referred not to the 
government which controlled that route, 
but to the route itself 
to the 
territory 
across which the route lay not to the 
name which for the moment the territory 
bore on the map. 
The purpose of the 
law was to authorize the president to 
make a treaty with the power in actual 
control of the isthmus of Panama. 
This 
purpose has been fulfilled. 


Repudiation of Treaty By Colombia. 
Last spring a treaty 
concluded 
be- 
tween the representatives 
of 
the 
re- 
public of Colombia and of our government 
was ratified by the senate. 
This treaty 
was entered into at the urgent solicita- 
tion of the people of Colombia and after 
a body of experts appointed by our gov- 
ernment especially to go into the matter 
of the routes across the Isthmus had pro- 
nounced 
unanimously 
In favor of 
the 
Panama 
route. 
In 
drawing 
up 
this 
treaty every concession was made to the 
people and to the government of Colom- 
bia. We were more than Just In dealing 
with them. 
Our generosity was such as 
to make it a serious question whether we 
had not gone too far In their Interest at 
the expense of our own, for in our scru- 
pulous desire to pay all possible heed not 
merely to the real but even to the fancied 
rights of our weaker neighbor, who al- 
ready owed so much to our protection 
and forbearance, we yielded In ail possi- 
ble ways to her desires in drawing up 
the treaty. 
I'everthelens the government 
of Colombia not meni'"* repudiated the 
treaty, but repudiated it In su :h manner 
OS to make it evident by the time tlie 
Colombian congress adjourned that not 
the scantiest hope remained of ever get- 
ting a satisfactory treaty from them. 
Revolution In Panama. 


The people of Panama had lung be 
discontented with the republic of Colom- 
bia, and they had been kept quiet only 
by the prospect of the conclusion of the 
canal treaty, which was to •hem a matter 
of vital con 'ern. 
When It became evi- 
dent that tne treaty was hopelessly lust 
the people of Panama rose literally as g ? 
man. 
Not a shot was fired by a slngie 
man on the Isthmus in the Interest of the 
Colombian government. 
Not a life wa^ 
lost In the accorppli^^ijment of tha revo- 
lution. 
The Colon bian troo.js statloi;- d 
on the isthmus^ who had 
been 


fTie" dìRy of thè U^nffed" States ITT OTo 
premises was clear. In strict accordance 
with the principles laid down by Secre- 
taries Cass and Sewnrd. the TTnlted States 
pavo notice that it would permit the land- 
ing of no expf^ltionary force, the arrival 
of which would mean chaos and destruc- 
tion along the line of the railroad and of 
the proposed canal 
and an Interruption 
of transit as an inevitable consequence. 
The de facto government of Panama was 
recognized. 


Under such circumstances the govern- 
ment of the Unltod States would have 
been 
guilty 
of folly 
and 
weakness, 
amounting 
in 
their sum 
to 
a crime 
airainst the nation, had it acted otherwise 
than it did when the revolution of No- 
vember 3 last took place in Panama. This 
great enterprise of building the 
intor- 
oceanic canal cannot be held up to grat- 
ify the whims or out of respect to the 
governmental Impotence or to the even 
more sinister and evil political pecullnr- 
tles of people who. though they dwell 
afar off, y t. against the wish of the 
actual dwellers on the isthmws, 
assort 
an unreal supremacy over the territory. 
The possession of a territory 
fraught 
with such peculiar capacities as the isth- 
mus In question carries with It obliga- 
tions to mankind. 
The course of events 
has shown that this canal cannot 
be 
built by private enterprise or by any 
other nation than our own therefore It 
must be built by the United States. 


New Treaty With Panama. 


Kvery effort has been mado by the 
government of the United States to per- 
suade Colnmhia to follow a course which 
was essentially not only to our interests 
and to the interests of the world, but to 
the Interests of Colombia itself. 
These 
efforts have failed, and Colombia, by her 
perslFtence 
In 
repulsing 
the 
advances 
that have been made, has forced us for 
the sake of our own hoaor and of the In- 
terest and well being, not merely of our 
own people, but of the people of the 
isthmus of Panama and the people of the 
civilized countries of the world, to take 
decisive steps to bring to an end a condi- 
tion of affairs wheh had become Intoler- 
able. 
The new republic of Panama Im- 
mediiitely ofered to negotiate a treaty 
with us. 
This treaty I herewith 
sub- 
mit. 
By it our interests are better safe- 
guarded than In the treaty with Colom- 
bia, which wa.s ratified by the senate at 
Us last session. 
It Is better in Its terms 
than the treaties offered to us by the re- 
publics of Nicaragua and Costa Rica. At 
last the right to begin this great under- 
taking Is made available. 
Panama has 
done her part. 
All that remains Is for 
the American congress to do its part, 
and forthwith thi» republic will 
enter 
upon th" execution of a project colossal 
in its pI'." and of well nigh Incalculable 
possibilities for the good of this country 
and the nation« of mankind.

COLOMBIANS TO 
INVADE PANAMA 


It is Rumored a Force of 3000 Left 
Cartagena For That Purposa 


U. S. MARINES LANDED AT COLON 


Colon, Dec. 8.—A rumor is in circu- 
lation here to the effect that 8000 sol- 
diers have left Cartagent for the pur- 
pose of invading the Isthmus. No de- 
tails are known, and the rumor can- 
not be confirmed. It probably had its 
source in Port Liinon, Costo Rica, 
where It was brought by steamer from 
Cartagena. 
The only possible meana 
of approaching Panama Is by narrow 
and difflcult mountain passes through 
the 
Indian 
country. 
The 
United 
States cruiser Atlanta is now ofC the 
Indian coast. 


Following 
instructions 
from 
the 
navy 
department 
at 
Washington, 
United States gunboats on both sides 
of the Isthmus have started on recon- 
noltering expeditions along the coasts, 
principally In the direction of Colom- 
bia, for the purpose of ascertaining 
the facllltlea of the country for sus- 
taining expeditions marching on Pan- 
ama and to generally determine the 
United States' best course of action iu 
case of a Colombian Invasion 'of the 
Isthmus, and also to learn the atti- 
tude of tho various Indian tribes In- 
habiting both coasts. The Panamanian 
authorities are aiding these efforts. 


The United Stntes auxiliary cruiser 
Dixie landed a company of marines, 
who went into camp at Empire Sta- 
tion, near Culebra Cut. 
The battle- 
ship Maine Is coaling near Bocas del 
Toro. 


The canal treaty reached Colon In 
care of Consul General Gudger, who 
handed it to the purser of the steamer 
City of Washington to be returned 
to the United States. 


Canal Treaty ^ant to the Senate. 
WafihinKton, L .c. 8.—The 
Panama 
canal *reaty has been sent to the sen- 
ate, but as there v/as no executive ses- 
sion uftiix its receipt It was not re- 
ferred to thff committee on foreign 
relations.

Hearty recognition is 
given the far reaching, beneficient work 
which has been accomplished through 
both corporations and unions, and the line 
as between corporations, as between dif­ 
ferent unions, is drawn as it is between 
dtftiirent Individuals—that is, It is drawn 
on condud, the effort being to treat both 
organised capital 
and organized 
labor 
alik«, asking: nothing save that the inter­ 
est of each shall be brought Into har­ 
mony with the interest of the general 
public and that the conduct of each shall 
conform to 
the 
fundamental 
rules of 
obedience to law, of individual freedom 
and of justice and fair dealing toward all. 
Whenever either corporation, labor union 
or Individual disregards the law or acts 
In .a spirit of arbitrary and tyrannous in­ 
terference with the 
rights 
of others, 
whether corporations or individuals, then 
where the federal government has Jurls- 
dtetion it will see to It that the miscon­ 
duct is stopped, paying not the slightest 
heed to the position or power of the cor­ 
poration, the union or the Individual, but 
only to one 
vital 
fy^'t — the 
question 
whether or not the conduct of the indi­ 
vidual or aggregate of individuals is in 
accordance with the law of the land. 
Every man must be guaranteed his lib­ 
erty and his right to do as he likes with 
his« property or his labor so long as he 
does not infringe the rights of others. 
Receipts and (Expenditures. 
Prom all sources, exclusive of the pos­ 
tal service, the receipts of the govern­ 
ment for the last fiscal year aggregated 
$560,396,674. 
The 
expenditures 
for 
the 
same period were $506.099,007, the surplus 
for the fiscal year being $54.297,667. 
The 
Indicatloins are that the surplus for the 
present fiscal year will be very small, if 
indeed there be any surplus. 
From July 
to November the receipts from customs 
were approximately 
$9.000.000 
less than 
the receipts from the same source for 
a corresponding period last year. Should 
this decrease continue at the same ratio 
throughout the fiscal year the surplus 
will be reduced approximately $30,000,000, 
The integrity of our currency is beyond 
question, and under present conditions It 
would be unwise and unnecessary to at­ 
tempt a reconstruction of our 
entire 
monetary 
system. 
The 
same 
liberty 
should be granted the secretary or the 
treasury to deposit customs receipts as 
is granted Mm in the deposit of receipts 
from other sounoe9. 
In my message of 
December 2, 1902, I called attention to 
certain needs of the financial situation, 
and I again ask for consideration of the 
congress for these questions. 
(The pre«t'^ -it commends the work of 
the 
Internfiltonal 
monetary conference 
and advises Its continuance.) 
We cannot have too much Immigration 
of the right kind, and we should have 
none at all of the wrong kind. The need 
is to devise some system by which unde­ 
sirable Immigrants shall be kept out en­ 
tirely. while desirable 
immigrants 
are 
properly distributed throughout the coun­ 
try. At present some districts which need 
Immigrants have none, and In others, 
where the population is already congest­ 
ed, immigrants come in such numbers as 
to depress the conditions of life for those 
already there. During the last two years 
the immigration service at New York has 
been greatly improved and the corrup­ 
tion and inefficiency which formerly ob­ 
tained there have been eradicated. 
Naturalization Frauds. 
The special InveHtlgatlon of ihe subject 
of naturalization under the direction of 
the attorney-general and the subsequent 
prosecutions reveal a condition of affairs 
calling for the Immediate attention of 
congress. 
Forgeries 
and 
perjuries of 
shameless and fiagrant character have 
been perpetrated not only in the dense 
center^ of population, but throughout the 
country, and 
it 
is established 
beyond 
doubt that very many so-called citizens 
of the United States have no title what­ 
ever to that right and are asserting and 
enjoying the benefits of the same through 
the grossest frauds. 
It is never to be 
forgotten that citizenship is, to quote the 
words 
recently 
used 
by the 
supreme 
court of the United States, an **lnestlma- 
ble heritage,*' whether it proceeds from 
birth withm the country or Is obtained 
by naturalization. 
And we poison the 
sourcets of our national character and 
strength at the fountain if the privilege 
is claimed 
and 
exerdised without right 
and by meaiis of fraud and corruption* 
Public Land and Postal Frauds. 
In my laai annual m^»£iage. In connec­ 
tion with the subject of the due regula­ 
tion of combinations of capital which are 
or may become injurious to the public, I 
recommended a special appropriation for 
the better enforcement of the anti-trust 
law as it nov.' stands, to be expended un­ 
der the direction of the attorney general.

This act, the re­ 
sult of long discussion and negotiation« 
places our commercial relations with the 
great oriental empire on a more satisfac­ 
tory footing than they have ever hereto­ 
fore enjoyed. 
It provides not only for 
the ordinary rights and privileges of dip- 
lor'T.tic and consular ofilccrs, but also 
foi an important extension of our com­ 
merce by Increased facility of access to 
Chinese ports and for the relief of trade 
by the removal of some of the obstacles 
which have embarrassed It in the past. 
Tile Philippines and Porto Rico. 
Of our insular possessions, the Philip­ 
pi .es and Porto Rico, it Is gratifying to 
say that their steady progress has been 
such as to make it unnecesrary to spend 
much time in discussing them. 
Yet the 
congress should ever keep in mind that 
a peculiar obligation rests upon us to 
further in every way the welfare of these 
communltieo. 
The effect of the laws providing a gen­ 
eral staff for the army and for the more 
effective use of the national guard haa 
been excellent. 
Great improvement has 
been made In the efl^clency of our army In 
recent years. Such schools as those erect­ 
ed at Port Leavenworth and Fort Riley 
and the Institution of fall maneuver work 
accomplish satisfactory results, 
I heartily con^Vatulate the congress up­ 
on the steady progress In building up 
the American navy. There should be no 
ceasatlon In adding to the effective units 
of the 
fighting strength 
of 
the fleet. 
Meanwhile the navy department and the 
officers of the navy are doing well their 
part by providing constant service at sea 
under conditions akin to those of actual 
warfare. 
The best work ashore is in­ 
dispensable, but the highest duty of a 
naval ofilcer is to exercise command at 
sea. It is eminently desirable that a na­ 
val general staff should be established. 
Isthmian Canal. 
By the act of June 28, 1892, the congress 
authorized the president to enter into 
treaty with Colombia for the building of 
the canal across the Isthmus of Panama, 
it being provided that in the event of 
failure to secure such treaty after the 
lapse 
of a reasonable 
time 
recourse 
should be had to building a canal through 
Nicaragua, It has not been ntficssary to 
consider this alternative^ as I am enabled 
to lay before the senate a treaty provid­ 
ing for the building of the canal across 
the Isthmus of Panama. This 
was the 
route which commended itself to the de­ 
liberate judgment of the congress, and 
we can now acquire by treaty the right 
to construct the canal over this route. 
The question now therefore is not by 
which route the isthmus canal shall be 
built, for that question has been defi­ 
nitely 
and 
irrevocably 
decided. 
The 
question Is simply whether or not we 
shall have an isthmus canal. 
When the congress directed that we 
should take the 
Panama 
route 
under 
treaty with Columbia the essence of the 
condition of ‘course referred not to the 
government which controlled that route, 
but to the route itself to the territory 
across which the route lay not to the 
name which for the moment the territory 
bore on the map. 
The purpose of the 
law was to authorize the president to 
make a treaty with the power in actual 
control of the Isthmus of Panama. This 
purpose has been fulfilled. 
Repudiation of Treaty By Colombia. 
Last spring a treaty 
concluded 
be­ 
tween the representatives 
of 
the 
re­ 
public of Colombia and of our government 
was ratified by the senate. 
This treaty 
was entered into at the urgent solicita­ 
tion of the people of Colombia and after 
a body of experts appointed by our gov­ 
ernment especially to go Into the matter 
of the routes across the isthmus had pro­ 
nounced unanimously In favor of the 
Panama 
route. 
In 
drawing 
up 
this 
treaty every concession was made to the 
people and to the government of Colom­ 
bia. 
We were more than just In dealing 
with them. 
Our generosity was such as 
to make it a serious question whether we 
had not gone too far in their interest at 
the expense of our own, for in our scru­ 
pulous desire to pay all possible heed not 
merely to the real but even to the fancied 
rights of our weaker neighbor, who al­ 
ready owed so much to our protection 
and forbearance, we yielded in all possi­ 
ble ways to her desires in drawing up 
the treaty. I'overtheless the government 
of Colombia not men^*''' repudiati*d the 
treaty, but repudiated it in su :h manner 
as to make It evident by the time tlie 
Colombian congress adjourned that not 
the scantiest hope remained of ever get­ 
ting a satisfactory treaty from them. 
Revolution In Panama. 
The people of Pani^ma liad long be 
discontented with the republic of Colom­ 
bia, and they had been kept quiet only 
by the prospect of the conclusion of the 
canal treaty, which was to ^hem a matter 
of vital con »ern. 
When It became evi­ 
dent that tiie treaty was hopelessly lost 
the people of r'anaraa rose literally as o i 
man. 
Not a shot was fired by a slngie 
man on the Isthmus In the Interest of the 
Colombian government. 
Not a life wa^ 
lost in the accorppli^^bment of tha revo­ 
lution.

'file' cluly or thè TJñffod“ Stàtua ITT Ffib 
premises was clear. In strict accordance 
with the principles laid down by Serro- 
tarles Cass and Seward, the XTnlted States 
pave notice that It would permit the land­ 
ing of no expeditionary force, the arrival 
of W’hlch would mean chaos and destruc­ 
tion along the line of the railroad and of 
the proposed canal 
and an Interruption 
of transit as an inevitable consequence. 
The de facto government of Panama was 
recognized. 
Under such circumstances the govern­ 
ment of the United States w’ould have 
been 
guilty 
of folly 
and 
weakness, 
amounting 
In 
their sum 
to 
a crime 
acrainst the nation, had it acted otherwise 
than it did when the revolution of No­ 
vember 3 last took place In Panama. This 
great enterprise of building the inter- 
oceanic canal cannot be held up to grat­ 
ify the whims or out of respect to the 
governmental impotence or to the even 
more sinister and evil political pecullar- 
tles of people who, though they dwell 
afar off, yr t, against the wish of the 
actual dwellers on the isthmus, assort 
an unreal supremacy over the territory. 
The possession of a territory 
fraught 
with such peculiar copacitles as the Isth­ 
mus in question carries w-lth It obliga­ 
tions to mankind. 
The course of events 
has shown that this canal cannot be 
built by private enterprise or by any 
other nation than our own therefore It 
must be built by the United States. 
New Treaty With Panama. 
Kvery effort has been made by the 
government of the United States to per­ 
suade Colombia to follow a course which 
was essentially not only to our Interests 
and to the Interests of the world, but to 
the Interests of Colombia itself. 
These 
efforts have failed, and Colombia, by her 
perslFtence 
in 
repulBing the 
advances 
that have been made, has forced us for 
the sake of our own honor and of the in­ 
terest and well being, not merely of our 
own people, but of the people of the 
Isthmus of Panama and the people of the 
civilized countries of the world, to take 
derisive steps to bring to an end a condi­ 
tion of affairs wheh had become Intoler­ 
able. 
The new republic of Panama Im­ 
mediately offered to negotiate a treaty 
with us. 
This treaty I herewith sub­ 
mit, 
By It our interests are better safe­ 
guarded than in the treaty with Colom­ 
bia, which was ratified by the senate at 
its last session. 
It Is better In its terms 
than the treaties offered to us by the re­ 
publics of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, At 
last the right to begin this great under­ 
taking Is made available, 
Panama has 
done her part. 
All that remains Is for 
the American congress to do its part, 
and forthwith this republic will enter 
upon th*^‘ execution of a project colossal 
in its pl*i« and of well nigh Incalculable 
possibilities for the good of this country 
and the nation« Of mankind. 


COLOMBIANS TO 
INVADE PANAMA 


It is Rumored a Force of 3000 Left 
Cartagena For That Purpos& 


U. S. MARINES LANDED AT COLON 


Colon, Dec. 8.—A rumor is In circu­ 
lation here to the effect that 8000 sol* 
dlers have left Cartagent for the pur­ 
pose of Invading the Isthmus.

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T was In haying timo, and 
the weather was so fah' 
that wo hncl mowed all the 
ffrass in the "south Hold." 
Wo had doubts about cut- 
iiuK ttown so much, for there were 
onlj three of us to take caro of it; but 
the weather had cleared off bright and 
.windy that morning, after a thunder 
shower in the night 


"There are pretty sure to lie three or 
four days of good, hard weather now," 
said Napoleon, or "Poloy." as wo called 
him.

Aijd wo did. There were six acres 
of It, all stout grass, following clover 
the summer before; two tons and a 
half to the aero of long stalked herd's 
grass, which, when dry and ready to 
go into the barn, is about as stifC and 
hard to pitch and haudlo as so much 
wire.

T may be maintained that nobody ever dies a natural dOi^th. 
Old age. the premature old age, which is the only kind wo 
know, is a pathological condition. 
Such are the opinions of 
Dr. Elie Lletchuikoff, not a fakir, but a serious person, who 
studies things through a microscope at the Pasteur Institute. 
Each of us swarms with tiny beasts of prey, which travel 
up and down our body, seeking what they may devour. 13y 
attacking our beneficent cells, previously weakened by tho 
unwise life wo all lead, they produce an artificial senility, 
the malady which kills those men whom in our ignorance we call very old. 
Looked at from Dr. Metchnikoff's standpoint, old age is merely a problem for 
medical science. 
How shall wo help our bonoficent cells in their struggle 
against tho enemy? One way would be to take every baby and cut out his 
larger intestine, an organ which ought not to have been included in our anat- 
omy. At present this can not be done, as the operation is risky. A second 
method would bo to destroy the beasts of prey. But wo do not yet know what 
they exactly are. Some are a legacy left by our ancestors, immediate and 
remote, who suffered from heritable diseases. 
Others, more mysterious, are 
perhaps the insti^uments of a sort of essential disease, of that old age which 
precociously kills all who do not die still earlier of tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
the bubonic plague, or croup. 
Until we know more we can only reform our 
diet, eating little meat or none, and subsisting chiefly on butter, cheeso and 
sour milk. 
By these imperfect means we may prolong life a little—two 
hundred years or so. Up to ninety, for example, we may be as active as the 
President of the United States, and thereafter, for a hundred years more, as 
reflective as the Prime Minister of England. 
This would still leave us half 
a centui^y for art, philanthropy, or croquet. But when death does finally draw 
near,will not its approach be as distasteful as ever? By no means, says the 
doctor. Under present conditions death is like an unnatural sleep, which overV 
takes us eiifly in the day—say before dinner. In the future It will come after 
a full meal, when the day's work is done.

MIRROR ON THE HAT BRIM; 


the 
Form of "Busy-Body" by Which 
Wearer May See Behind Him. 


In all the larger cities it is a com- 
mon thing to see a mirror fixed pn the 
front of a house so that the occupants 
may sit inside and enjoy the view up 
and down the street without being ob- 
served and without cultivating the 
somewhat ungainly habit of leaning 
out the window. 
These devices have 
acquired the popular name of "busy- 
bodies," but to the trade they are 
known as window mirrors, which is 
somewhat prettier. 


A very similar device has been re- 
cently designed to be worn on the 
brim of a hat or the visor of a cap 
in order that the wearer may enjoy a 
constant view of what is transpiring 
in his rear, without the necessity of 
constantly turning his head. It is said 
to be a very desirable piece of ap- 
paratus for automoblllsts, 
bicyclists, 
vehicles as well as pedestrians, as it 
enables the wearer to keep in constant 
knowledge of the position of objects 
behind him, and yet without taking 
his attention from what is going on in 
front of him. 


The device is fastened to tho hat 
brim or cap visor by means of a couple 
of screws, and the mirror is designed 
to rock on its pivot so that it can be 
fastened at any angle to suit the cir- 
cumstancoe under which it is worn.

The Impossibility of an American 
Aristocracy of Wealth

HIEFLY upon two conditions depends an aristocracy—the con- 
^ 
tinned possession and exorcise of power, and the consequent 


O ü e t 
s s unity of aims and ideals. The aristocratic body in England, for 
instance, is self-conscious; its members are united by mutual 
understanding. 
They acknowledge certain well-recognized laws 
of life and manners. 
They depend upon each other to uphold 
these laws. 
Individuall3% wealthy Americans may be both self-conscious and 
self-assertive, but collectively they are antagonistic to ono another. The ac- 
cumulation of wealth implies struggle, and struggle does -not bring forth 
the kind of qualities which make tho gentle and stately men and women 
of Van Dyck's canvases one great family. 


One of the gi'oatest perils of the republic, and one reason why a genuine 
American aristocracy can never be formed is that a strong class has arisen, 
without its strength being officially recognized, as in the aristocracy of rank, 
and certain duties and obligations toward society are imposed upon it by that 
recognition. 'For If wealthy Americans laci: social unity among themselves, they 
lack also to a greater degree, the sense of social responsibility, that mark of a 
true ayistocrai^y. The sense of his public duties, inborn in an English aristo- 
crat, Is owii^g, tp be sure, largely to the law of primogeniture, a law which 
also insurfes tp hini that wealth without which the aristocratic ideal can not be 
perfectly enforced. He is expected to take his seat in Parliament, to give his 
aid in legislation, to perform certain public duties which have no connection 
with his own material prosperity. 
Another bar to unity of social aims and 
ideals among the wealthy is their frequent lack of genuine culture. To knov/. 
rather than to feel is the aim, and ideals are not born of knowledge alone. 
The culture which implies courtesy and humanity—those aristocratic essen- 
tials,—is too often lacking. 


If this unity of social ideals upon which an aristocracy largely depends 
does not QOW exist, is it likely to be evolved out of tho present conditions? 
Its evolution would depend largely upon the iKjrmanent power of ono class, 
exorcised in the right direction. 
But though the second condition may be 
possible, the first can never be. Under conditioys peculiar to American life, 
great fortunoii are constantly changing hands. 
Accumulated by the fathers, 
they are squandered by the sons, or divided among many children, or lost 
through mismanagement or speculation. 
The aristocracy of wealth constantly 
endangers its position by its very style of living, making large demands on 
even large fortunes. The law of decay, which eventually protects society from 
power of whatever nature, operates to disperse wealth so that the powerful 
class can not be the permanent class, can not therefore form an an aristocracy. 
It Is the safegu^ird of the aristocracy of rank that its power i9 mystical as 
well as material; can never, therefore, wholly perish. 
Another bar to unity 
and permanency in the wealthy class is the constant inundation of newcomers. 
Into the rose-ljghted drawing-room may stride at any moment a breezy 
Westerner, or a member of the first generation, his riches raw upon him.-^

RIGINAL research In a large eye clinic has proved to me that 
many parents, even of fair intelligence, are extremely neglect- 
ful of the eyes of their children. 


Either from some congenital defect of the inner eye, or from 
the presence of squint and tho consequent-inability to fix both 
eyes upon an object, 
the work is throv/n upon tho better 
eye, and tho poorer oj^e gradually becomes less capable from 
mere disuse. It v/ould be well fyr parents to test the vision of 
their children by covering ilrst one eye and then the other with 
a small card or book, and asking them to read some sign or 
describe some object at a convenient distance. 
It is often a matter of great 
surprise for one to find that a child sees very little v/ith one of his eyes. If 
children having such eyes are fitted with suitable glasses when young, the 
vision of the poor eye may be made equal to that of the other, and by use 
become stronger instead of weaker. 
Children with squint can often be cured 
without operation by wearing proper glasses. - 


This is a contagious disease wh:cn is characterized by the growth on tho 
inside of the eyelids of small granules as large as pin-heads, or larger, which 
look very much like grains of pearl sago after they have been soaked in 
water. 
In some cases this disease gives rise to no symptoms, but in most 
cases there is sooner or later redness, and sensitiveness to light 
Later on 
there may be clouding oi the cornea (tho tranparent part of the eyeball}, ex- 
treme sensitiveness to light, and in extreme cases blindness. 
Even when tho 
disease gives rise to no symptoms, later In life it may cause a contraction of 
the inner surfaces of the lids, which causes the eyelashes to turn In and rub 
on the eyeball, thus giving rise to great discomfort and loss of good vision. 


The method of exposing the inner surface of the eyelid is very simple. 
For the lower lid. the mosi common seat of trachoma, simply put the finger on 
the lower edge of the lid, and pull down, at the same time telling the chUd to 
look up. To examine the upper lid, take hold of the eyelashes with the 
thumb and forefinger of one hand, and with the other hand gently press a 
pencil-point or the edge of a card against the fold above the stiff part of the 
lid, and fold the lid backward, at the same time telling the child to look 
down. The eyelids turn back with a snap. It does not hurt. 
If the inside 
of the lid is not smooth and clear, the child had better be taken to an oculist 
for examination. 
The above method of turning the lid is useful when one 
is called upon to remove a foreign body from the eye. 
Cinders and grains of 
sand do get Into the eye. and it Is not always convenient to get a doctor to take 
them out Turn the lid back, and with a toothpick or hairpin, around tJie 
end of which a bit of cotton has been smoothly wound, gently wlp^ out iho 
offending object

T may be maintainod that nobody ever dies a natural dc.^th. 
Old age, the premature old age, which is the only kind wo 
know, is a pathological condition. Such are the opinions of 
Dr. Elie Lletchnikoff, not a fakir, but a serious person, who 
studies things through a microscope at the Pasteur Institute. 
Each of us swarms with tiny beasts of prey, which travel 
up and down our body, seeking what they maj' devour. By 
attacking our beneficent cells, previously weakened by the 
unwise life wo all lead, they produce au artificial senility, 
the malady which kills those men whom in our ignorance we call very old. 
Looked at from Dr. Metchniljoff’s standpoint, old age is merely a problem for 
medical science. 
H oav shall wo help our beneficent cells iu their struggle 
against tho enemy? One way would be to take everj- baby and cut out his 
larger intestine, an organ which ought not to have been included in our anat­ 
omy. At present this can not be done, as the operation is risky. A second 
method would be to destroy tho beasts of prey. But wo do not yet know wlrat 
they exactly are. Some are a legacy left by our ancestors, immediate and 
remote, who suffered from heritable diseases. Others, more mysterious, are 
perhaps the Insti’uments of a sort of essential disease, of that old age which 
precociously kills all who do not die still earlier of tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
the bubonic plague, or croup. Until we know more we can only reform our 
diet, eating little meat or none, and subsisting chiefly on butter, cheese and 
sour milk. 
By tliese imperfect means we may prolong life a little—two 
hundred years or so. Up to ninety, for example, we may be as active as the 
President of the United States, and thereafter, for a hundred years more, as 
reflective as the Prime Minister of England. This would still leave us half 
a centui’y for art, philanthropj*, or croquet. But when death does finally draw 
near,will not its approach be as distasteful as ever?

Even when tho 
disease gives rise to no symptoms, later in life it may cause a contraction of 
the inner surfaces of the lids, which causes the eyelashes to turn in and rub 
on the eyeball, thus giving rise to great discomfort and loss of good vision. 
Tlie method of exposing the inner surface of the eyelid is very simple. 
For the lower lid, the most common seat of trachoma, simply put the finger on 
the loAver edge of the lid, and pull down, at the same time telling the child to 
look up. To examine the upper lid, take hold of the eyelashes with the 
thumb and forefinger of one hand, and with the other hand gently press a 
pencil-point or the edge of a card against the fold aboA^e the stiff part of the 
lid, and fold the lid backward, at the same time telling the child to look 
down. The eyelids turn back AVith a snap. It does not hurt. If the inside 
of the lid is not smooth and clear, the child had better be taken to an oculist 
for examination. The above method of turning the lid is useful when one 
is called upon to remove a foreign body from the eye. Cinders and grains of 
sand do get into the eye, and it is not alAvays convenient to get a doctor to take 
them out Turn the lid back, and with a toothpick or hairpin, around tJae 
end of which a bit of cotton has been smoothly wound, gently AVipp out the 
offending object If you have np cotton at hand, wet the end of a toothpick 
and crueli it up, thus formiug a klod ot brusli.

NE who lircfl in the pcacc and 
quiet of long-Bcttied partt^ of 
the country must Oud it hard 
to understand the motives 
ithat prompt the pioneer to leave peace 
and quiet behind him and to go into an 
untamed 
■ Wilderness 
of 
forest 
or 
prairie. 
Too often we think of the 
frontiersman as but a wild • hearted 
adventurer, who is moved by a half- 
favage love of excitement rnther than 
;by clear reason and a constant purpose 
ito perform certain hard tasks. 
The 
true pioneer must be a wanderer; he 
must be a worker. 
Ills courage must 
t)e equal to more than his rare and ex* 
citing adventures; it must be equal 
to his endurance of the countless fret- 
;t]ng annoyances of his dally life. 
The pioneering of Nebraska was be­ 
gun In the summer of 1854, when tbe 
Territory was formed and the lands 
were thrown open to settloniont. Some 
of those who took part in the work 
are still alive, hale and hearty. They 
have been my chosen companions for 
a long time, and they have taught me 
many things. 
Let me tell you one of 
their true tales of the early days— 
tales that wholly reformed my first 
mistaken notions of pioneer life. 
In 1859 the Nebraska prairies were 
but thinly settled. Most of those who 
had crossed the Missouri River with 
the purpose of making this land their 
home were gatliered in the towns along 
the eastern border of the Territory, 
or were settled upon the rich lands 
near by; only the more daring had 
pushed on to the prairies west of the 
river valley, where they thought they 
saw large opportunities and a more 
perfect freedom. 
Richard Warren came to Nebraska 
from Ohio in the early summer of 1859, 
bringing wltli him his wife and child, a 
boy of seven years. 
He had three 
horses, a strong wagon, and a little 
food and furniture. 
At Nebraska City, where he crossed 
the Missouri, he bought those imple­ 
ments needed for his first year’s work 
In breaking the prairie soil. 
He had 
been a farmer all his life; he was not 
afraid of labor. From Nebraska City 
be went on Into w hat we call the 
“Platte country,” one of the richest 
and most beautiful of all our prairie 
regions. A day’s journey west of the 
town of Columbus he chose the site for 
his home, and set bravely to work. 
As he had nothing at hand of which 
which to build, except w hat was fur­ 
nished by the prairie, he did what the

His nearest neighbor’s bouse was 
fourteen miles away, and to It he 
meant to go. 
Upon the back of one 
of the horses he placed his wife and 
boy, wrapping them about with all the 
blankets and bedclothing he could find; 
then he got upon his own horse and set 
off from day to day until December off, leading the other by the bridle. 
was near at ’.and and the ground was 
frozen hard. Then, when he was get­ 
ting ready for the trip his wife was 
seized with a severe illness, and for a 
week he was at her bedside as nurse. 
When she was at last much better, 
he worked late Into the night prepar­ 
ing for his Journey. 
The supply of 
food was nearly exhausted; the flour 
was quite gone, and there was almost 
nothing in the house which the invalid 
could eat. 
Although his anxiety for 
his wife was great, there Avas nothing 
to be done but to leave her and the 
boy alone together while he went upon 
his errand. 
He meant to start very 
early in the morning, hoping to reach 
the town and make his purchases be­ 
fore nightfall, and to return home in 
the night. 
• 
But about 
midnight 
he heard a 
sweeping gust of wind roar in the 
chimney, and then another, and with­ 
in a few minutes the roar was un­ 
broken. He rose and opened the door 
to look out, and the harsh wind chilled 
him through and through In a moment. 
It was a sharp struggle to get the door 
closed again In the face of the strong 
blast. 
Dressing hurriedly, he went 
outside to make sure of w hat was hap­ 
pening. When he had gone to bed an 
hour before, the stars were shining 
brilliantly, but noAv there was no star 
to be seen—only a dull black sky above 
and the formless black prairie below. 
The stable lay a few yards away 
from the house to the south, and as he 
made his w ay to It, the north wind 
upon his baqk forced him to run. The 
horses wore whinnying and stamping 
uneasily, as If their Instincts warned 
them of trouble. 
W an’en closed the 
dugout. He dug a hole three or four I stable door, lighted a lantern that hung 
feet In depth,as If for the beginning of 
a cellar; then from the banks of the 
Platte he hauled 
willow 
saplings, 
ivhose butts he planted round the «dges 
of his hole, the tops being bent over 
and Joined together, forming a dome­ 
like roof; then upon the willows he 
piled earth, covering the earth with a 
layer of firm sod; and when he had 
made a doorway and a fireplace his 
bouse was done. 
Externally it was only a low, round 
mound; but it was snug and warm 
within, and It sufflced. 
When he had 
provided a sod stable for his horses, 
bis farm-buildlngs were complete for 
that year. 
’ October had then come, and while 
fair weather continued he gave his 
time to bi’caklng the sod upon a few 
acres of his claim, that the soil might 
bo ready for corn-planting 
in 
the 
spring. 


upon the wall, and busied himself in 
putting the harness upon the two 
horses he meant to drive to town, for 
lie thought he had better start at once. 
But when he opened the door again 
to retui’n to the house the flame of his 
lantern went out, and he was thrown 
violently to the ground. The wind had 
greatly Increased in strength, and his 
face was stung by tiny flying particles 
of Ice. 
He was half-stunned by the 
force of his fall, and lay in the door­ 
way way for a moment before he could 
rise. Then he used all his strength to 
pull the door shut behind him, and 
tried to run to the house; but the 
riotous night seemed to be making 
sport of him, for instead of running he 
could only stagger stlilly, bendmg his 
head and shoulders low and bracing 
his feet upon the earth to keep himself 
upright. 
Warren struggled so for several mln- 
Through the summer there had been utes, unable to see where ho was going. 
nothing to occur to cause him the least 
discomfort 
or 
uneasiness, 
Various 
bands of Indians had visited his claim 
occasionally, but when they found that 
ho showed no fear and that he dealt 
Justly with them, they bore themselves 
as his friends. He had money enough 
to supply tlie winter’s needs, and the 
future was bright. 
In Nebraska no seasoa is so treach­ 
erous as the early winter. Sometimes 
we pass the Christmas-tide with almost 
no ice or snow, yet In the next year 
the sternest rigors of storm and cold 
may be upon us in November, and en­ 
dure unbroken until spring. The terror 
of the open iiralries is* the blizzard, 
which in its gi’eatest severity is un­ 
known in the East. It comes upon us 
with the suddenness of a hurricane at 
cea. 
In one hour the air will be the balmy 
breath of the South; in the next, with­ 
out apparent cause, a gale from the 
North AVlll begin; the mercury will fall 
as if the bulb had been broken from 
the thermometer; the sky will be al­ 
most instantly overcast by a leaden 
gray mist, and then will come the bliz­ 
zard, more dreadful and fateful than 
the tornado. No protection of clothing 
seems to avail to save one who is 
caught abroad. 
The cold Is intense, and the wind will 
sweep Avildly along with the speed 
of an express train,,whirling before It

and lain down upon the ground to be 
covered by the drifting snow.

before the benumbing chill left him. 
In deep anxiety he and his wife 
waited for the morning, and heard the 
storm increasing. 
The evening before

plentiful supply of fire-wood, and there 
was enough Avood plied outside t o last 
for four or five days.

He was not an experienced plains­ 
man, and he found the struggle even 
harder than he had feared. At first he 
tried to pick his w ay across the higher 
spots, where the snow had been some- 
Avhat blown away; but as the wind 
was still strong and pitilessly cold, he 
was forced to keep In the lower, more 
sheltered places where the snow Avas 
deep. This course was painfully slow, 
and It was also dangerous, for it made 
their path zigzag, and might load them 
far to one side of the place they wished 
to reach. 
The horse Warren rode was soon so 
fatigued that It could not go on. 
A 
liorse is not at all skilful in bi’eaklng a 
way for Itself through deep snow. 
Warren was forced to do y h a t plains­ 
men and soldiers have often found nec­ 
essary—to dismount, abandon his own 
horse, and go ahead on foot, breaking a 
trail in Avliich the led horse could fol­ 
low. 
For the second time he was in some 
v.*ay guided aright. When night came 
he had reached a spot upon the river 
that he knew, and this told him that he 
had como eleven miles upon his way, 
and that he had but three miles farther 
to go. 
Then, while ne Avas trying to 
travel upon tbe Ice In the river, where 
the course was freer, and where he 
thought they could make greater speed, 
the horse slipped and fell, breaking its 
knee. 
As Mrs. Warren could not walk, her 
husband had to lift her upon his back 
and carry her, while the boy struggled 
along in the rear. 
Soon, however, the 
little fellow’s strength was quite gone. 
It was Impossible for Warren to carry 
both; and to IcaA’e the boy where he 
Avas, Avlthout protection, would have 
meant speedy death. 
W arren searched until he found a 
nook upon the river-bank where the 
snoAV lay deep, and in the snow he dug 
a caA’e Avlth his hands large enough to 
hold the boy comfortably. 
Spreading 
a blanket upon the bottom of the caA'e, 
he laid the boy on It and coA'ered him 
Avarmly; then he bung up his overcoat 
so as to keep the Avlnd from entering 
the chamber. Dividing what remained 
of their food, ho placed half of it be­ 
side the boy, and told him to stay AVith- 
Ii) the shelter until help came; then 
again he took his wife upon his back 
and resumed his weary march. 
I t AA’as not until four o’clock In the 
morning that he staggered to the door 
of his neighbor’s house and found 
shelter and relief. 
His wife was be­ 
numbed almost to insensibility, nor 
Avas his own plight much better. 
Al­ 
most two hours passed before he could 
speak, and he shook with a palsy of 
utter fatigue. But as soon as he could 
eat and drink the warm nourishment 
that Avas provided for him he rallied 
bravely, and insisted upon leading the 
way back to the place where his child 
had been left. 
Before noon the party 
returned, bringing the boy with them, 
safe and sound. Then, the terrible ex­ 
perience being over, W arren collapsed 
completely, and was unable to rise out 
of bed for a month. 
Was the plojjeer discouraged? 
Not 
at all. When the winter was past those 
dauntless spirits returned to their home 
upon the lonely prairie, where they 
lived for many years afterAvard, until 
the boy and other children who came 
to the household 
were grown into 
stui’dy men and women, who have 
lived., such lives as ca«t no discredit 
upon the example of their father and 
mother.—Youth’s Companion.

The high price of coal, caused by 
the strike now ending, have carried 
with them a salutary lesson. It has re­ 
minded our people that they have been 
using fuel wastefully. 
The natural 
resources of the United States are so 
great that something out of the usual 
is necessary to convey the lesson that 
there is a limit to them. But it is not 
merely in the matter of wastefulness 
that fuel has been abused. The sani­ 
tary argument is even stronger than 
that based on economy. 
In America 
we indulge in hot rooms to a degree 
unknown in other parts of the world. 
Some of those who lecture us on the 
subject probably err on the other 
side. The cold rooms of Germany and 
France have their drawbacks, 
and 
there is reason to believe that they 
are often insufficiently heated. But 
that does not, in any degree, excuse 
the hot rooms to which Americans are 
very commonly subjected. It is not 
the degree of cold which is so fatal to 
health as the sudden transition from 
heat to cold. To quit a room at the 
temperature of a day in July and go 
into a zero temperature is necessarily 
perilous, yet this is a common inci­ 
dent of American experience. It has 
cost many a man his life, and caused 
others troublesome attacks of illness. 
With coal at abnormal 
prices the 
temptation to use too much fuel is not 
so strong. When normal rates are re­ 
stored, it Is altogether likely that most 
of the people will forget the prudence 
which necessity has taug*ht them.

A G REA T SA LT FIELD. 


Mow the Product I» Obtained In the 
Mfddlo of the Colorado 
Desert. 
From the Now York Tribune. 
In the middle of the Colorado de­ 
sert. a little to the north of the Mexi­ 
can border* and 264 feet below the 
level of the sea, lies a field of crystal? 
ized salt more than a thousand acres 
in extent, present In a surfacè as white 
as snow, and beneath the noonday 
glare of the sun so dazzling that the 
naked eye cannot stand its radiance, 
it stretches away for miles and miles 
about Saltón. CoL, an ocean of blazing, 
blistering white. Here dally through­ 
out the year men are at work overturn­ 
ing the great deposit with massive 
plows and scrapers getting It Itito 
great piles 
preliminary to 
putting 
though the refining process. The salt 
plows used to secure .the harvest are 
great four-wheeled implements, driven 
by steam and managed by two men. 
The salt crust is thrown up in paral­ 
lel ridges, then laborers with hoes 
work it to and iro in the water, wash­ 
ing out the dirt preliminary to stack­ 
ing it in mounds to be taken to the 
mill. Salt springs in adjacent foothills 
are constantly contributing to the de­ 
posit, and so heavily laden are they 
with almost^pure salt that the plow 
has hardly passed on before a new 
crust has formed in the furrow left. 
This fact renders it unnecessary to 
operate more than a small portion of 
the vast deposit. At present only ten 
acres are worked. As may be sup­ 
posed, work in these fields is perform­ 
ed under the most trying conditions. 
No white man can stand the intense 
heat, and for this reason the work 
is done wholly by Japanese and by 
Coahuila Indians, Of these the Indians 
are by far the better adapted to the 
work.the Japanest performing only one 
portion, sewing the sacks In which 
the salt is shipped. The atmosphere, 
laden as it is with particles of salt, 
gives rise to a painful thirst, and the 
only available drinking water comes 
from a single well. It Is warm and 111- 
tastlng. Beautiful mirages frequently 
appear above the great sat field in the 
daytime, sky pictures of magnificent 
cities and flower-dotted, tree-shaded 
fields. 
The moonlight, too, produces 
wondrously beautiful effects upon the 
great field of gleaming salt. For sev­ 
eral weeks in the year the thermome­ 
ter on the salt field averages 140 de­ 
grees, and the reflection of the sun pro­ 
duces a glare like that from a furnace. 
The deposits vary in thickness from 
10 to 20 inches and form a solid crust 
over the great marsh. It is estimated 
that about 700 tons are now plowed up 
daily.

PREVENTS WALL DAMAGE. 


The walls of a room near tho door 
are often greatly damaged by the door 
handles knocking against them when 
the door is flung wide open. To pre- 
vent this take a fairly large spool, 
cover it first with cotton wool or wad- 
ding, and then with velvet or cloth, 
BO as to make it look neat. Put a long, 
brass headed nail through it, and fas- 
ten it to tho floor about four inches 
from tho wall, behind the door. Then 
the handle cannot damage tho wall. 


A SOUTHERN PEACH PIE. 


Down South, that is. below Mason 
and Dixon's line, a peach pie is usually 
a peach cobbler. It is not baked in a 
thin pieplate, but in a deep earthen- 
ware pudding dish. It is made of tho 
whole peaches without being stoned, 
as the stones are supposed to give fla- 
vor to the pie. At least, so tho old col- 
ored cook will assure you. The peaches 
are peeled, but not sliced, as is done 
in the ordinary peach pie. Into one 
family cobblcr or Southern peach pie, 
put a quart of rich yellow peaches; 
eweeten them to the taste, adding a 
little butter for flavoring. Line a deep 
pudding dish of earthenware with good 
pastry. Then fill it with the peaches 
and their seasoning. Cover it with a 
layer of pastry and bake it in a mod- 
erately hot oven. 
The oven should 
bo hot enough to bake the 
whole 
peaches through in an hour. This was 
a favorite dessert "before the war." 


PEPPER MANGOES. 


Select firm bullnosod peppers for this 
purpose. Mild Spanish peppers do not 
make good pickles, although they are 
excellent as vegetables or In salads 
and should always be served in thia 
way. As a vegetable they are served 
stuffed with meat and other Ingredi- 
ents, simmered in water for about fif- 
teen minutes, and afterward roasted 
in the oven. It is a matter of regret 
that this vegetable shoulri Uo continu- 
ally confounded with the old fash- 
ioned bullnosed pepper. These peppers 
are a darker green than Spanish pep- 
pers and much stronger in flavor. To 
prepare pepper mangoes clean out the 
Inside carefully, A real bullnosed pep- 
per %vill make your fingers tingle. Pre- 
pare a quantity of cabbage for pick- 
ling. Stuff the peppers with the cab- 
bage, putting one tiny onion and one 
tiny cucumber with the cabbage in 
each pepper. Cover the prepared pep- 
pers with cold vinegar and let them 
remain until thoroughly cured, or fo»* 
six or seven weeks.

Chairs should be chosen for comfort 
as well as for appearance.

Put the marsh- 
mallows on a plate over hot water and 
let them dissolve. Then stir them into 
a boiled frosting. 


Tea ketties, pots, gem pans, etc., 
that liave become rusted from expos- 
ure to sea air may be rendered as good 
as new by greasing them thoroughly 
and placing them over the lire to let 
the grease burn off. 


To remove mud splashes from soft 
dress materials leave until thoroughly 
dry, then gentiy rub with a dry corn 
cob. 
It will not roughen the goods 
as a harsh brush does. Lake or sea 
sand will freshen velvet and v^movo 
t±ie dust.

SAVED BY A DEAD RACE. 


MYSTERIOUS 
WELLS AMID 
T H E 
MOJAVE DESERTS WASTE. 
• 


Built with Skill Centuries Ago by an 


Unknown People, and Today 
They 


Frequently Prevent Loit Traveler« 
from Dying of Thirst, 
Numbors of niou. owe tholr lives to 
tho provldonce of a raco which 
has 
passed 
away 
and been 
forgotten. 
Neither history 
nor tradition 
tells 
aught of It. ahd it is known only by a 
fow of its worlcs which survive. 


This (forgotten raco was tho desert 
dwellers of a prehistoric period. Thoir 
homo was in the great desert region of 
eastern California, which is really ono 
unbroken desert, although it has boon 
divided by the geographer 
into two, 
known as tho Mojavo desert and tho 
Colorado desert. 


In tlieso deserts are found several 
waiter holes kn^own as 
Indian wells. 
They have been walled in to protect 
tho water from tho encroaching sands 
of tho desert, which otherwise would, 
agos ago. have burled the water many 
feet deep, and tho wells would 
havo 
been lost. 


The walls are built with skill and 
perfect knowledge of the action of tho 
winds which sweep tho plains. 
They 
are so arranged and constructed-as ef- 
fectually to protect the precious water 
from tho drifting sand, and tliey havo 
withstood tho elements and warded off 
tho sands for more than three centur- 
ies since white men began to traverse 
those desert wastes, and it is not pos- 
sible to state how many centuries pre- 
vious to that time. 


The walls guard three sides of the 
well, the fourth side being graded and 
leading gradually down to the water. 
Some of the wells are 
deep In the 
earth, in which case the grade extends 
some considerable distance back. In 
such cases steps lead down from one 
of the walls for the convenience oi the 
human visitors. 


The known instances In which these 
wells have proved 
life savers 
are 
many. Not many years ago two men 
drove down into the Colorado desert, 
bound for Yuma. They had a canvas 
top wagon and a span of mules, and in 
the wagon was a supply of water. 


One of the men had made tho trip 
several times and was supposed to be 
familiar with the route. The 
mirage 
often confuses 
the most 
expert of 
desert guides, and the man became be- 
wildered and got off the course. 


The watering 
place at which they 
expected to replenish their supply was 
missed, and they ran out 
of water. 
Tho men and the beasts began to suf- 
fer the tortures of thirst. They be- 
came utterly bewildered and knew not 
In which direction to turn. 


When despair was settling down up- 
on the men one of the mules begaji to 
tug vigorously at the bit in a frantic 
endeavor to turn from the course they 
were pursuing. The driver 
tried to 
keep him on the old way, but tho mule 
was obstinate and continued to pull at 
the reins. Finally the driver's 
com- 
panion remonstrated. 


"Let 
him have his head," he said. 
"These animals often smell water a 
long ways. Maybe he will take us to 
a spring." 


The animal pulled away to tho right 
Bo strongly and persistently 
that he 
drew his mate along with him. The 
course was changed 
to right angles 
with the cne they hod been pursuing. 
Two hours later, when the men begun 
to lose faith in the sagacity of the ani- 
mal, they came to an old Indian well, 
deep and walled. 


Another 
Mojavo desert experience 
did not have so happy an ending. Two 
desert prospectors, running short of 
supplies at their mine up in tho Death 
valley country, started for Daggett to 
replenish their stock. They 
watered 
up for the first stage of tho journey, 
expecting to replenish at 
a certain 
oasis, which they were due to reach 
about neon of the second day out. 


Early in the morning of tho second 
day they were overtaken by one of the 
most dreaded of desert visitations, a 
sand storm. For a time they 
strug- 
gled bracely on, vainly hoping to bo 
able to reach the 
oasis before 
tho 
storm got too had for 
travel. This , 
they were unable to do. 


The animals became frantic and un- 
manageable, and they were obliged to 
unhitch them and tie them to the shel- 
tered side of the wagon with burlap 
over their heads to keep them from 
stampeding. Then 
the 
prospectors 
crawled into the wagon and waited for 
the storm to cease. 


Long before the storm abated their 
supply of water gave out, and when 
the wind died down and they 
could 
again proceed the mules showed signs 
of collapse. Before they had made 
ten miles one of the animals dropped 
down and expired. 


Then the 
men 
knew 
t!hat 
Jt 
was 
to 
be 
a 
battle 
for 
life. 
The 
wagon 
was 
abandoned. 
A 
pack 
of 
the 
provisions 
was 
hastily prepared and strapped to the 
remaining mule, and the men trudged 
on afoot, leading the animal. 
They 
went some miles out of their course, 
and had to retrace their steps, but be- 
fore they got back upon the trail again 
one of the men gave out and 
sank 
fainting to the earth. 


Thd provision pack was then thrown 


off 
and tho 
unconscious 
man was 
thrown across tho mulo and strapped 
to tho 
saddle. Before 
water 
was 
reached ho 
died. liis 
companion 
finally rcachod an old Indian well, and 
ho and tho mulo wore refreshed. When 
ho had somewhat recuperated ho led 
his mulo back to the abandoned provi- 
sion pack, tho jcurnoy was resumed 
and Daggett was finally rcachod in 
safety. 


Poterson and Kolley, two Los Ange- 
les prospectors, slnrtcd across tho des- 
ert on foot, with their water and pro- 
visions strapped to a burro. 
It was 
the oft-ropoated story again. Tho wat- 
er gave out. Poterson was seized with 
tho desert madness, broke away from 
his companion and ran across the des- 
ert. 


Kelloy tothcred tho burro and took 
after Peterson, lost trace of him and 
returned in timo 
to seo 
the burro 
strain at his rope, break it, and start 
on over the desert. Ho followed the 
beast more than a dozen miles, and 
the animal took him to wator. 
It was 
another cf tho old Indian wells. 
His 
lite was saved, but when ho retraced 
his steps to look for his partner he 
found his dead body upon the burning 
sands.—Newport Sun.

U Takes the Form of a Chant to HIa 


Horse, 


Perhaps the most remarkable char- 
acteristic of tho natives of Somaliland 
is their unbounded, preposterous con- 
ceit. Englishmeai 
who 
know 
their 
language have been 
appalled by it. 
^Vheu watering his camel or his horse 
the Somali encourages the animal to 
drink by chanting to it in a monotone. 
It is at such moments of extemporary 
effusion that tho man shines in all his 
glory. The subject matter may bo tho 
exporiences 
of tho day's march, the 
virtues of tho animal beside him, tho 
charms of his latest wlife, or his own 
prowess in somo bloodless tribal raid. 
By great good fortune the following 
literal translaitlcin 
of one of 
these 
chants or songs came into my posses- 
sion and I insert it without any com- 
ment: 


"Will you seo a man? Then behold 
mo! 
I am a Somali, as perfect in size 
and form as Adam was, after God had 
breathed into him his immortal soul. 
Lcok how beautiful my curly hair is, 
and how majestic I look when wrapped 
from head to foot in my snow white or 
jungle colored robe, although there be 
sometimes only cne pie (a small pieco 
of monoy) tied to It. My house is the 
desert and I am born a free man. Freo 
as tho wind. I knov/ neither king nor 
master. I am as Adam was, my own 
master and king. In the jungle I tend 
my camels and sheep; my only labor 
is to watch thom feed. In my ker- 
rler. my wife, my dear slave, does all 
the manual work, while tending my 
offspring, and woe to her if she for- 
gets to prepare my evening meal. Tho 
jedal (whip) shall then havo its turn 
to make her remember for next day. 
In such a state is any man happier 
than I?" 


Where Turnips Are a Luxury. 


In "A Woman Who Went to Alaska," 
the woman herself tells of her first en- 
counter with a vegetable garden on the 
way down the river from Dawson. Such 
luxuries as tho ordinary "truck patch" 
represents are practically unknown on 
tho tables of tho Yukon Valley. "As wo 
neared the delectable spot," writes tho 
many experienced woman, "the river 
banks were lined with canoes; many 
natives stood looking at us from the 
shore, and while stevedores handled 
the wood, many passengers visited the 
town. 
It was not long before they 
came back with handfuls of turnips, 
just pulled from the ground, which, 
had these been tho most luscious fruit, 
could not havo been eaten with more 
relish. 


"I tried to buy ono from a young 
man, but ho had evidently been long 
away from such luxuries, for he re- 
fused to sell.

fond of such things, I ate a small slice, 
and gave him the remainder."

PREVENTS WALL DAMAGE. 
The walls of a room near the door 
are often greatly damaged by the door 
handles knocking against them when 
the door Is flung wide open. To pre­ 
vent this take a fairly largo spool, 
cover it first with cotton w'ool or wad­ 
ding, and then with velvet or cloth, 
so as to make it look noat. Put a long, 
brass headed nail through It, and fas­ 
ten It to the floor about four inchos 
from the wall, behind the door. Then 
the handle cannot damage the wall. 


A SOUTHERN PEACH PIE. 
Down South, that Is, below Mason 
and Dixon’s Hue, a peach pie is usually 
a peach cobbler. It Is not baked In a 
thin pleplate, but In a deep oarthpn- 
ware pudding dish. It Is made of the 
whole peaches without being stoned, 
as the stones are supposed to give fla­ 
vor to the pie. At least, so the old col­ 
ored cook will assure you. The peaches 
are peeled, but not sliced, as Is done 
In the ordinary peach pie. 
Into one 
family cobblcr or Southern peach pie, 
put a quart of rich yellow peaches; 
cweeten them to the taste, adding a 
little butter for flavoring. Line a deep 
pudding dish of earthenware with good 
pastry. Then fill it with the peaches 
and their seasoning. Cover It with a 
layer of pastry and bake It In a mod­ 
erately hot oven. 
The oven should 
bo hot enough to bake the whole 
peaches through In an hour. This was 
a favorite dessert “before the war.”

PEPPER MANGOES. 
Select firm bullnosod peppers for this 
purpose. Mild Spanish peppers do not 
make good pickles, although they are 
excellent as vegetables or in salads 
and should always be served in this 
way. As a vegetable they are served 
stuffed with meat and other ingredi­ 
ents, simmered In water for about fif­ 
teen minutes, and afterward roasted 
In the oven. It is a m atter of regret 
that this vegetable ehouW ha continu­ 
ally confounded with the old fash­ 
ioned bullnosed pepper. These peppers 
are a darker green than Spanish pep­ 
pers and much stronger in flavor. To 
prepare pepper mangoes clean out the 
inside carefully. A real bullnosed pep­ 
per •will make your fingers tingle. Pre­ 
pare a quantity of cabbage for pick­ 
ling. Stuii the peppers with the cab* 
bage, putting one tiny onion and one 
tiny cucumber with the cabbage in 
each pepper. Cover the prepared pep­ 
pers with cold vinegar and lot them 
remain until thoroughly cured, or fo»* 
six or seven weeks.

Built with Skill Centuries Ago by an 
Unknown People, and Today They 
Frequently Prevent Lott Traveler* 
from Dying of Thirst. 


Numbers of men, owe thoir lives to 
tho provldonce of a raco which 
has 
passed 
away 
and been 
forgotten. 
Neither history 
nor tradition 
tells 
aught of it, ahd it is known only by a 
few of Its works which survive. 
This Iforgotten raco was tho desert 
dwellers of a prehistoric period. Their 
home was in the great desort region of 
eastern California, which Is really ono 
unbroken desert, although it has been 
divided by the geographer 
Into two, 
known as tho Mojavo desert and tho 
Colorado desert. 
In tiieso deserts are found several 
waiter holes ku^awn as 
Indian wells. 
They have boon walled In to protect 
tho water from tho encroaching sands 
of the desert. Avhich otherwise would, 
ages ago, have burled the water many 
feet deep, and tho wells would have 
been lost. 
Tho walls are built with skill and 
perfect knowledge of the action of tho 
winds which sweep the plains. They 
are so arranged and constructed-as ef­ 
fectually to protect the precious water 
from tho drifting sand, and tlioy havo 
withstood the elements and warded off 
the sands for more than three centur­ 
ies since white men began to traverse 
those desert wastes, and It is not pos­ 
sible to state how many centuries pre­ 
vious to that time. 
Tho walls guard three sides of tho 
well, the fourth side being graded and 
loading gradually down to the water. 
Some of the wells are 
deep In the 
earth, in which case the grade extends 
some considerable distance back. 
In 
such cases steps lead down from one 
of the walls for the convenience of tho 
human visitors. 
The known Instances In which these 
wells have proved 
life savers 
are 
many. Not many years ago two men 
drovo down Into the Colorado desert, 
bound for Yuma. 
They had a canvas 
top wagon and a span of mules, and In 
the wagon was a supply of water. 
One of the men had made tho trip 
several times and was supposed to bo 
familiar with the route. The mirage 
often confuses 
the most 
expert of 
desert guides, and tho man became be­ 
wildered and got off the course. 
The watering place at which they 
expected to replenish their supply was 
missed, and they ran out 
of water. 
The men and the beasts began to suf­ 
fer tho tortures of thirst. They be­ 
came utterly bewilde'red and knew not 
In which direction to turn. 
When despair was settling down up­ 
on the men one of the mules begaai to 
tug vigorously at the bit in a frantic 
endeavor to turn from the course they 
were pursuing. The driver

The animal pulled away to tho right 
so strongly and persistently

Two hours later, when the men begun 
to lose faith in the sagacity of tho ani­ 
mal, they came to an old Indian well, 
deep and walled. 
Another 
Mojave desert experience 
did not have so happy an ending. Two 
desert prospectors, running short ot 
supplies at tlielr mine up in the Death 
valley country, started for Daggett to 
replenish their stocli. They watered 
up for the first stage of tho Journey, 
expecting to replenish at 
a certain 
oasis, which they were due to reach 
about noon of tho second day out. 
Early in the morning of tho second 
day they were overtaken by one of the 
most dreaded of desert visitations, a 
sand storm. For a time they strug­

companion 
flnally roachod an old Indian well, and 
ho and the mulo wore refreshed. When 
ho had somewhat recuperated ho led 
his mulo back to the abandoned provi­ 
sion pack, tho jcurnoy was resumed 
and Daggett was finally 
roachod in 
safety. 
Potorson and Kelley, two Los Ango- 
les prospectors, started across tho des­ 
ert on foot, with their water and pro­ 
visions strapped to a burro. 
It was 
tho oft-rcpoated story again. 
Tho wat­ 
er gavo out, Peterson was seized with 
tho desert madness, broko away from 
his companion and raji across the des­ 
ert.

Kelley tethered tho burro and took 
after Peterson, lost trace of him and 
returned in timo 
to seo 
the burro 
strain at his rope, break It, and start 
on over the desert.

llto was saved, but when he rotraccd 
his steps to look for his partner ho 
found his dead body upon the burning 
sands.—Newport Sun.

It Takes the Form of a Chant to HI* 
Horse. 
Perhaps tho most remarkable char­ 
acteristic of tho natives of Somaliland 
Is their unbounded, preposterous con* 
celt. Bnglishm©n 
who 
know 
their 
language have been 
appalled by it. 
When watering his camel or his horse 
the Somali cncourages the animal to 
drink by chanting to It In a monotone. 
It Is at such moments of extemporary 
effusion that tho man shines In all his 
glory. The subject m atter may bo tho 
experiences 
of tho day’s march, the 
virtues of tho animal beside him, tho 
charms of his latest wlife, or his own 
prowess In some bloodless tribal raid. 
By great good fortune the following 
literal translatlcn 
of one of 
these 
chants or songs camo Into my posses­ 
sion and I Insert It without any com­ 
ment: 
“Will you see a man? Then behold 
mo! 
I am a Somali, as perfect in size 
and form as Adam was, after God had 
breathed into him his Immortal soul. 
Look how beautiful my curly hair is, 
and how majestic I look when wrapped 
from head to foot in my snow white or 
jungle colored robe, although there be 
sometimes only one pie (a small pleco 
of monoy) tied to It. My house Is the 
desert and I am born a free man. Freo 
as tho wind. 
I knov/ neither king nor 
master. I am as Adam was, my own 
master and king. 
In ih© jungle I tend 
my camels and sheep; my only labor 
Is to watch thom feed. In my ker- 
rler, my wife, my dear slave, does all 
the manual work, while tending my 
offspring, and woe to her If she for­ 
gets to prepare my evening meal. The 
jedal (whip) shall then havo Its turn 
to make her remember for next day. 
In such a state Is any man happier 
than I?” 


Where Turnips Are a Luxury. 
In “A Woman Who Went to Alaska,” 
the woman herself tells of her first en­ 
counter with a vegetable garden on the 
way down the river from Dawson. Such 
luxuries as tho ordinary "truck patch” 
represents are practically unknown on 
the tables of the Yukon Valley, "As we 
neared the delectable spot,” writes the 
many experienced woman, "tho river 
banks were lined with canoes; many 
natives stood looking at us from the 
shore, and while stevedores handled 
the wood, many passengers visited the 
town. 
It was not long before they 
camo back with handfuls of turnips, 
just pulled from the ground, which, 
had these been the most luscious fruit, 
could not havo been eaten with more 
relish. 
“I tried to buy ono from a young 
man, but ho had evidently been long 
away from such luxuries, for he re­ 
fused to sell. Al'terv/ard his gallantry 
got tho bettor of him, and he politely 
ofiered mo one-half of the 
turnip, 
which I took v/ith thanks. 
"As my brother pceied the precious 
thing, I asked him how long it was 
since he had eaten one. ‘Two years,* 
he promptly replied. 
“Knowing that ho 
was especially 
fond of such things, I ate a small slice, 
and gave him tho remainder.”
